The Ladies Auxiliary recently had 
J considerable planting done by Berry 
Hill Nursey Company, of Harrisburg, 
which in addition to the trees and 
shrubs which 
had previously

individuals and organizations, has add­ 
ed considerably to the effect. 
An ex­ 
penditure of $500 was made in this 
last planting. 
The plants, purchased and set in (he j 
ground, included thirty dogwood trees, j 
twenty assorted evergreens, 
twonty- 
five deciduous trees and one hundred 
and 
seventy five shrubs of 
various 
varieties. 
The several varieties of 
deciduous trees were used to line the 
driveway and in future years, will 
provide shade from Washington street 
to the Hospital entrance. 


The 
dogwood trees were planted 
along, the walks about the building, 
while the shrubs were scattered in 
clusters about the lawn. 
A splendid 
effect was also secured in the planting, 
by grouping a number of the plants in 
such a manner as to hide the fences, 
stables and sheds in the rear of W ash­ 
ington street, from the view on the 
hospital grounds.

IIARDING AT HAGERSTOWN 


Topping off the attempted raid on 
the Foust distillery 
at 
Glen 
rock 
early Friday 
morning, an 
attempt 
was made by unknown persons Friday 
night to shoot George A. Strine, one 
of the guards at the distillery. 
The 
shot missed its mark, however, and 
no damage was done. 
Strine was driving to his post be­ 
tween 9 and IO o’clock, Friday night, 
and at a point near the impounding 
basin of the York Water company, a 
sharp report and flash of fire warned 
him of immediate danger. 
He in­ 
creased his speed and later returned to 
York where he secured assistance in 
the form of a large number of de­ 
puties, who left before midnight for 
the scene of Friday morning’s battle. 
The deputies were in charge of Chief 
Deputy James J. Gerry. 
A t an early hour 
this 
morning, 
it was learned from guards at the 
distillery that everything is ‘‘quiet on 
the front.” 
Thirty armed men and ten power­ 
ful motor trucks figured in the at­ 
tempt to steal the bonded liquor sup­

Some Roads Curtail Service, 


(By Associated Press) 
Chicago, July 8—With the dawn 
of the second week of the shopmen’s 
strike today, both sides in the con­ 
troversy prepared 
for an enduring 
struggle and governors of half 
a 
dozen states 
were ready 
to rush 
troops to any point where violence 
called them. 
But there were 
few 
outbreaks as the first week of the 
strike ended. 
Chairman 
Hooper of the 
United 
States Labor Board remained firm in 
his position that 
the strikers had 
outlawed 
themselves 
and 
B. M. 
Jewell, head of the shop craft unions, 
showed no signs of changing his po­ 
sition . 
A few railways 
are reported as 
slowing up their service, due 
to the 
strike. 
Officials of 
the Santa 
Fe 
reported that only 35 per cent of 
their normal shop force of 14,000 is 
on the job, but there has been no 
interruption of 
service due 
to the 
fact that some of the strikers are 
returning to work and men are be­ 
ing hired to take the places of those 
who left. 
Reports from 
the Baltimore 
and 
Ohio indicated 
almost 
10,000 men 
out and there has been some inter­ 
ruption of service. 
Riot guns in the hands of guards 
held back the crowd at Hornell, New 
York, when

Late frosts affecting fruit and rain 
damaging grair are said to have done 
considerable damage to crops in Mary­ 
land. 
Maryland will get only about 45 per 
cent, of its normal apple crop and 
about 42 per cent, of its peach crop, 
according to Dr. Thomas B. Symons, 
director of the extention service of the 
University of Maryland. 
Translated 
into figures that means that Maryland 
will produce about 1,000,000 bushels 
of apples and about 378,000 bushels of 
peaches. 
Picking of apples has begun and 
Easton shipped ll carloads last week. 
These are summer apples. 
The bulk 
of the crop is in fall apples from 
Western Maryland.

approxim ately 
three and a half billion pounds 
of 
milk annually. 
I t is impossible to 
determ ine how much of this 
milk 
sours before it reaches the station 
or factory, but it is certain th a t the 
figure is higher than it should be. 
Sour milk is a loss to the producer, 
and to the m anufacturer as well, for 
he cannot 
make 
satisfactory milk 
products unless he has a supply of 
high quality 
milk. 
To 
make sure 
th a t nothing 
but good 
clean milk 
leaves his farm , the farm er 
should 
m ake sure th a t the 
strictest, sani­ 
tary m easures are observed in 
the 
production and preparation of milk, 
from the cow to the cooler.

Salvation Comprehensive. • 
Salvation is a big word, and com­ 
prehends the whole process of God’# 
remedial work, past, present and fu­ 
ture. 
It Includes the resurrection of 
Christ as the firstfruits and the res­ 
urrection of believers in Christ as the 
harvest. 
The firstfruits is the pattern 
find pledge of the coming harvest. 
In 
the Mosaic law the Hebrew people 
were directed to bring a sheaf of the 
field, like other sheaves that were to 
be gathered later, and to wave It be­ 
fore the Lord as the first sheaf of the 
harvest. 
So Is Christ presented as 
the firstfruits of the glorious and 
plenteous harvest to come—“Because 
I live, ye shall lire also." 
There Is 
spiritual power In this. 
What Is true 
of our Lord is true of every believer 
in Him. 
Everything is made depend­ 
ent on the believer’s position is united 
to Christ. 
This underlies the whole 
philosophy of the Gospel message, In 
which we are invited to change our 
position from headship in Adam to 
headship in Christ, who through His 
atonement for sin and His victory over 
death and the grave, hns become Sa­ 
vior to all who put their trust in 
Him. 
The doctrine of our identity with 
Christ and our participation in His 
risen life and victory supplies moral 
incentive for a holy walk, and for 
sacrificial service.

claims the future from that dreary In­ 
definiteness and unthinkableness into 
which false philosophy and false spir­ 
itualism have put it. 
The New Testa­ 
ment teaching of the resurrection Is 
plain, and when believed it saves us 
from the delusive teaching against 
which the Holy Spirit through the in­ 
spired writers always puts Christians 
on their guard. 
“Beware, lest any 
man spoil you through philosophy and 
vain deceit, after the tradition of men, 
after the rudiments of the world, and 
not after Christ." 
Tills philosophy 
may he very attractive; It is to the 
natural mind. 
It has in it a specious­ 
ness and an appearance which prom­ 
ise much, but which in the end give 
no rest, no power for a holy life and 
no solid hope for the future.
